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France train suspect watched 
jihadi videos, prosecutor says

PARIS (AP) — Minutes be¬ 
fore he slung an assault 
rifle across his chest and 
walked through a high¬ 
speed train, the Moroccan 
suspect in the foiled attack 
watched a jihadi video on 
his cellphone, the French 
prosecutor said in formally 
opening a terrorism investi¬ 
gation Tuesday. 

The actions by Ayoub El- 
Khazzani on the Amster- 
dam-to-Paris train Friday 
night and information from 
other European authorities 
on his travels and appar¬ 
ent links to radical Islam 
prompted the investiga¬ 
tion, said prosecutor Fran¬ 
cois Molins. 

El-Khazzani, 26, was tack¬ 
led and tied up by five pas¬ 
sengers, including three 
Americans and a Briton, 
averting what President 
Francois Hollande said 
“could have degenerated 
into monstrous carnage.” 
During questioning by au¬ 
thorities, El-Khazzani said he 
had no terrorism plans and 
had found a bag of weap¬ 
ons Thursday in a Brussels 
park and planned fo use 
them to rob passengers, 
Molins said. 

But the suspect grew less 
and less lucid as he gave 
his explanation, the pros¬ 
ecutor added, and even¬ 
tually stopped talking to 
investigators altogether. 
One reason investigators 
suspect a premeditated 
attack was that El-Khaz- 
zani, who claimed to be 
homeless and living in a 
Brussels park, used a first- 
class ticket, Molins said. 

The suspect refused to take 
an earlier train, he added, 
although there were seats 
available — “the sign of a 
planned project." 

He boarded the train Fri¬ 
day at a Brussels station. 
Besides the assault rifle, El- 
Khazzani had 270 rounds 
of ammunition, a pistol, a 
box-cutter and a bottle of 
gasoline, Molins said. 
Prosecutors also said they 
found a small explosive like 
those used in the tips of mis¬ 
siles hidden in the glass box 
containing the hammer 
used to break train win¬ 


dows in case of emergen¬ 
cy. They did not elaborate. 
“El-Khazzani watched a 
video of Islamic preach¬ 
ing onboard” on YouTube 
on his mobile phone shortly 
before he got up to start 
walking through the train 
with the weapons, Molins 
told reporters at a news 
conference. The suspect's 
phone was found in a bag 
left on the train. 

The gunman was subdued 
by a group of three Ameri¬ 
can friends and a British 
businessman. 

Another man who tried 
to stop him — a French- 
American named Mark 
Moogalian — remained 
hospitalized with a gunshot 
wound. 

With the formal investiga¬ 
tion opened, investigating 
magistrates are expected 
to file numerous preliminary 
charges against El-Khaz- 
zani, including multiple 
counts of attempted mur¬ 
der in connection with ter¬ 
rorism, possession of weap¬ 
ons in connection with ter¬ 
rorism, and participation in 
a terrorist conspiracy. 

The suspect had traveled 
through several European 
countries and had been 
repeatedly incarcerated 
in Spain and flagged for 
surveillance in France, Mo¬ 
lins said. After five to seven 
months in 2014 in France, 
he lived in Brussels, Co¬ 
logne and Vienna. 

French surveillance helped 
authorities spot the suspect 
on a May 10 flight from Ber¬ 
lin to Istanbul, then a return 
flight from Antakya, Turkey, 
to Tirana, Albania, via Istan¬ 
bul, Molins said. El-Khazzani 
denied going to Turkey. 

He may also have tried to 
go to Syria. 

The train incident has high¬ 
lighted growing difficulties 
in protecting public spaces 
from individual attackers. 

In his speech Tuesday, the 
French president said the 
country remains “exposed" 
to violent extremism, and 
“this aggression is new 
proof that we should pre¬ 
pare ourselves for other as¬ 
saults.” 

Hollande did not elabo¬ 
rate on a specific threat, 
although France has been 
on high alert for attacks all 
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French police officers patrol at Gare du Nord train station in Paris, France. The Moroccan suspect 
in Friday’s foiled train attack watched a jihadi video on his cellphone minutes before attempting 
the attack, French prosecutors said in formally opening a terrorism investigation Tuesday.

(AP) — Jeb Bush came to

In re¬ 
sponse to a query at the 
town hall.

“When I was 17 years old, 
I fell in love with Columba 
Garnica de Bush,” he said, 
referring to his Mexican- 
born wife.

Judge approves Christie’s $225M settlement with Exxon

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — After 
originally seeking $8.9 bil¬ 
lion, New Jersey's $225 mil¬ 
lion settlement with Exxon¬ 
Mobil over dozens of pol¬ 
luted sites is a reasonable 
compromise considering 
the substantial legal risks 
the state faced, a judge 
ruled Tuesday in approv¬ 
ing a deal that Gov. Chris 
Christie’s administration 
called historic and oppo¬ 
nents called a sell-out. 

The settlement ending an 
11-year legal battle that 
spanned both Democratic 
and Republican gover¬ 
nors is “fair, reasonable, 
in the public interest, and 
consistent with the goals 
of the Spill Compensation 
and Control Act,” Superior 
Court Judge Michael Ho¬ 
gan wrote. He noted that 
the settlement is on top 
of Exxon’s responsibility to 
clean up the sites, which 
include two oil refineries in 
Bayonne and Linden and 
retail gas stations across 
New Jersey. New Jersey 
sued ExxonMobil in 2004 
for pollution dating back 
decades. The idea was to 
hold the company respon¬ 
sible not only for cleaning 
up polluted areas but to 
compensate the public 
for the alleged harm to 
groundwater, surface wa¬ 
ter and other ecological 
resources. “This is an im¬ 
portant settlement for the 
citizens of New Jersey and 
for our environment, one 
which came about be¬ 
cause this administration 


aggressively pushed the 
case to trial,” Acting Attor¬ 
ney General John Hoffman 
said. 

Christie, a Republican run¬ 
ning for his party's presi¬ 
dential nomination, has 
hailed the deal as the na¬ 
tion's second-largest of its 
kind against a corporate 
polluter, but the deal has 
been slammed by environ¬ 
mental groups and Demo¬ 
cratic lawmakers who say 
the settlement is just a frac¬ 
tion of the billions of dollars 
New Jersey should have re¬ 
covered. 

“Today’s decision by the 
court sadly rubber-stamps 
the Christie administration's 
sell-out settlement,” said 
Doug O’Malley, director of 
Environment New Jersey. 
“This settlement still stinks.” 
The deal covered proper¬ 
ties such as the gas stations 
that were not part of the 
lawsuit. It calls for the oil 
company to pay for envi¬ 
ronmental remediation at 
the sites for an as-yet-un- 
known cost. 

Hogan opens his 81-page 
ruling with a quote from a 
previous, unrelated case: 
“Nearly any consent de¬ 
cree can be viewed simul¬ 
taneously as ‘a crackdown 
or a sellout.'" Hogan pre¬ 
sided during 66 days of trial 
from January 2014 to Sep¬ 
tember 2014 that included 
dueling damage estimates 
from experts hired by the 
state and Exxon. He said 
he was just beginning to 
work on a ruling when 
he received notice that 
the state and Exxon had 
reached a settlement in 


February 2015. 

His decision to approve 
came after a 60-day public 
comment period, in which 
the vast majority of more 
than 16,000 public com¬ 
ments opposed the settle¬ 
ment, Hogan wrote. 

He goes into detail in the 
ruling breaking down ne¬ 
gotiations between Exxon 
and the state — New Jer¬ 
sey had asked for about 
$550 million under Demo¬ 
cratic Gov. Jon Corzine in 
2008, Exxon started with 
an offer of $0 — and cites 
the more than $257 million 
in remediation work that 
an Exxon project manag¬ 
er said the company had 
done at the sites from 1991 
through December 2014. 
Democratic State Sen. Ray¬ 
mond Lesniak dismissed 


that work, which oppo¬ 
nents point out was part of 
separate court orders from 
1991. “It’s not significant,” 
said Lesniak, a likely 2017 
gubernatorial candidate 
who represents the area 
around the Bayonne and 
Bayway sites. “They’ve 
been polluting that site for 
over a century.” 

Lesniak and environmental 
groups said they plan to 
appeal, although the en¬ 
vironmental groups will first 
need an appeals court to 
grant them permission to 
intervene in the case. New 
Jersey Sierra Club director 
Jeff Tittel says the groups 
plan an additional, sepa¬ 
rate appeal of the ruling. 
Under law, about $50 mil¬ 
lion of the settlement will go 
toward site remediation. □

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 

woman accused of killing 
her three young sons over 
a 13-month period out of 
jealousy at the attention 
her husband paid them 
was indicted Tuesday on 
aggravated murder charg¬ 
es that carry the possibility 


of a death sentence. 

The charges against Britta¬ 
ny Pilkington include capi¬ 
tal punishment factors of 
multiple victims and victims 
under 13. Prosecutor Wil¬ 
liam Goslee had previously 
said death penalty charg¬ 
es were unlikely given Pilk- 
ington's abusive childhood 
and life with her controlling 


husband, who previously 
was her mother's boyfriend. 
He described a troubled 
woman who wanted “to 
eliminate male children" so 
her husband would have 
more time for her and her 
daughter. Pilkington, 23, is 
in jail on $1 million bond. 
She didn’t speak at a brief 
court hearing last week 


and wasn't required to en¬ 
ter a plea on the murder 
charges against her. 

Her mother, Lori Cummins, 
said Pilkington told her in a 
brief jailhouse phone call 
last week that she’s inno¬ 
cent. A message was left 
with Pilkington’s attorney 
Tuesday after the indict¬ 
ment. But police and pros¬ 


ecutors say Pilkington con¬ 
fessed Aug. 18, the day 
her third son, 3-month-old 
Noah, was found dead. 
Goslee has said authorities 
didn’t have any evidence 
of a crime in the earlier 
deaths and no one could 
have predicted Pilkington 
would kill her remaining 
son.Q

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The Napa Valley Wine Train 
issued an apology Tues¬ 
day to a book club that in¬ 
cludes mostly black wom¬ 
en who said they were 
booted from a tasting tour 
because of their race. 

The company also prom¬ 
ised additional training for 
employees on cultural di¬ 
versity and sensitivity, and 
offered the group free 
passes for 50 people for a 
future trip. 

“The Napa Valley Wine 
Train was 100 percent 
wrong in its handling of 
this issue," CEO Anthony 
“Tony" Giaccio said in a 
statement. “We accept full 
responsibility for our failures 
and for the chain of events 


that led to this regrettable 
treatment of our guests.” 
The 11 members of the 
book club, all but one of 
whom is African American, 


said rude employees or¬ 
dered them off the train on 
Saturday, mid-journey, and 
marched them down sev¬ 
eral aisles to their embar¬ 


rassment. 

“We didn’t do anything 
wrong,” club member Lisa 
Johnson, who chronicled 
the episode in cellphone 
videos and social media, 
told KTVU Monday. “We still 
feel this is about race. We 
were singled out." 

One member of the group 
is 83. 

Johnson was not immedi¬ 
ately available for com¬ 
ment Tuesday to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

Wine train spokesman 
Sam Singer said employ¬ 
ees had repeatedly asked 
the women to either quiet 
down or get off the train 
and accept a free bus ride 
back to their starting point. 
Giaccio said he had a con¬ 
versation with Johnson, a 
leader of the Sistahs on the 


Reading Edge Book Club, 
and offered the group the 
free passes for a reserved 
car “where you can enjoy 
yourselves as loudly as you 
desire.” 

“We were insensitive when 
we asked you to depart 
our train by marching you 
down the aisle past all the 
other passengers,” he said 
in his letter. “While that was 
the safest route for disem¬ 
barking, it showed a lack of 
sensitivity on our part.” 

The Napa Valley Wine Train 
offers food and wine to 
passengers as they roll to 
Napa County wineries in 
updated Pullman cars. 

On average. Singer said, 
individuals or groups are 
asked to get off the wine 
train once a month for vari¬ 
ous reasons. □ 


Defendant in Jewish site shootings trial seeks postponement

OLATHE, Kansas (AP) A 

white supremacist charged 
with killing three people last 
year at Jewish sites in sub¬ 
urban Kansas City asked a 
judge on Tuesday to post¬ 
pone the defense part of 
his trial until evidence he re¬ 
quested arrives in the mail. 
Frazier Glenn Miller Jr., 74, 
of Aurora, Missouri, said 
before jurors were brought 
into the courtroom that 


the prosecutors' case was 
moving more quickly than 
anticipated. 

Miller, who fired his attor¬ 
neys in May and has been 
representing himself, told 
Johnson County District 
Judge Thomas Kelly Ryan 
that he might not be ready 
to present his defense after 
prosecutors finished. 

“In view of that and the 
difficulty getting evidence 
mailed to me, I'd like to 
ask for postponement af¬ 


ter prosecutors finish their 
case,” Miller said. He did 
not give details about the 
evidence. 

Ryan refused to rule on 
that request but said he 
would take it up after the 
prosecution was done. 
The judge also reminded 
Miller he wanted to rep¬ 
resent himself. At multiple 
hearings leading up to the 
trial. Miller admitted that he 
killed William Corporon, 69, 
and Corporon’s 14-year- 


old grandson, Reat Griffin 
Underwood, at the Jewish 
Community Center in Over¬ 
land Park, and Terri LaMan- 
no, 53, at the nearby Village 
Shalom retirement center 
on April 13, 2014. None of 
the three was Jewish.Much 
of the evidence Miller has 
told jurors he planned to 
present consists of maga¬ 
zine and newspaper ar¬ 
ticles, books and TV shows 
that support his views. It’s 
unclear how much of that 


he will be able to present, 
though, because the judge 
has said he can’t argue 
motives for the shootings 
until the penalty phase of 
the trial.

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Los Angeles looks at harsher penalties for child sex buyers

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Offi¬ 
cials in Los Angeles County 
are adopting a get-tough 
tactic to deter men from 
soliciting sex from girls who 
are forced into prostitu¬ 
tion — charging them with 
crimes that could mean 
prison time and registration 
as a sex offender. 

Targeting “johns,” or com¬ 
mercial sex buyers, is not a 
new concept, but hitting 
them with felonies such 
as rape, child abuse or 
endangerment and con¬ 
spiracy is a step beyond 
the misdemeanor citations 
and fines customers typi¬ 
cally receive in California 
and many other states. 
“What are johns? They're 
pedophiles, they’re child 
molesters," Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Jim McDon¬ 
nell told The Associated 
Press. “If we can take away 
the demand and very 
clearly let people know this 
is going to ruin their life ... 
We’re hoping that's going 
to be a disincentive.” 

The county is the nation’s 
most populous, with more 
than 10 million residents. A 
taskforce that's expected 
to be in place this fall will 


pursue the stiffer charges, 
a push that puts Los Ange¬ 
les at the national forefront 
of “appropriately going 
after the buyers” of child 
sex workers, according to 
Malika Saada Saar, head 
of the Washington D.C.- 
based Human Rights Proj¬ 
ect for Girls. 

For about a decade, Scan¬ 
dinavian countries have 
pioneered the so-called 
Nordic model, which aims 
to attack sex trafficking by 
targeting customers to de¬ 
crease demand. The con¬ 
cept has gained traction in 
the United States in recent 
years with states including 
Massachusetts, New York 
and Colorado increasing 
fines and penalties. And 
law enforcement has start¬ 
ed to move away from ar¬ 
resting women for prostitu¬ 
tion and treating them like 
criminals. 

California is one of the na¬ 
tion’s top four destinations 
for trafficking human be¬ 
ings, according to the state 
attorney general’s office, 
and transnational gangs 
are increasingly trafficking 
humans because it's low 
risk and highly profitable. 
Five girls working for a traf¬ 
ficker seven days a week

Abolition. 

California doesn't have a 
specific law treating johns 
as traffickers, so jurisdic¬ 
tions such as Los Angeles 
and Alameda counties are 
trying to use existing sex 
laws against buyers. 

Nearly two dozen other 
states have trafficking laws 
that target buyers, but 
having them on the books 


doesn't necessarily mean 
they’re employed. 

“They're just not really be¬ 
ing used as a tool for com¬ 
bating demand, even 
though they’re technically 
available in a lot of states,” 
said Christine Raino, di¬ 
rector of public policy for 
Shared Hope Internation¬ 
al, a nonprofit working to 
eradicate sex trafficking.O 


Victim group seeks review of clergy abuse claims

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A 

group of clergy sexual 
abuse victims called Tues¬ 
day for an independent 
commission to investigate 
molestation accusations 
sealed in a bankruptcy 
case involving the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee. 

The move comes a day 
after church lawyers for¬ 
malized a $21 million set¬ 
tlement between nearly 
400 abuse victims and the 
archdiocese. It advances 
a position the Survivors 


Network of those Abused 
by Priests has held for 
years: that church officials 
shouldn’t be the first au¬ 
thorities to review clergy 
abuse reports. 

The victims’ group fears 
the settlement would ex¬ 
pose only some of the 
abuse allegations, but 
church officials have firmly 
maintained that claims 
have been properly and 
transparently investigated 
and that they’ve worked 
to make sure children are 
safe. 

In the settlement filing, the 
church outlines the steps it 


has taken, including con¬ 
ducting annual outside 
audits, which have result¬ 
ed in "exemplary reports 
from the independent au¬ 
ditors.” It also says that ev¬ 
ery report of clerical sexual 
abuse of a minor, provid¬ 
ed the accused cleric is 
still alive, is handed over to 
prosecutors. 

The settlement shows that 
some of the accusations 
and associated narratives 
have been reviewed by 
victims’ lawyers and pub¬ 
lished on the archdiocese 
website in accordance 
with a 2013 court ruling.Q

north, a top commander 
told The Associated Press. 
Al-Abadi said the extremist 
group, which controls 
large swaths of territory 
in western and northern 
Iraq, is throwing significant 
resources into the battle 
for Beiji. “Daesh wanfs fo 
punch a hole there so our 
situation, not just in Beiji, but 
in the entire area, becomes 
untenable. The collapse (of 
Iraqi forces) that the enemy 
wanted did not happen,” 
he said in remarks aired by 
state television. “Beiji has 
become a key front for 
the defense of Samarra, 
Salahuddin (province) and 
even Baghdad.” 

Samarra is home to an 
important Shiite shrine that 
was bombed by suspected 
Sunni extremists in 2006, 
triggering widespread 
sectarian violence that 
claimed tens of thousands 
of lives. 

The oil refinery in Beiji, 
250 kilomefers (155 miles) 
norfh of Baghdad, has not 
operated since the IS seized 
the town as part of ifs blitz 


across much of northern 
and western Iraq in the 
summer of 2014. There are 
no residents left in Beiji, 
which has suffered massive 
destruction over the past 14 
months. However, control 
of Beiji gives governmenf 
forces a key foofhold for 
any future campaign to 
take back Mosul, Iraq's 
second largest city. 
Elsewhere in Iraq, a suicide 
bomber in an explosives- 
laden army vehicle drove 
into a group of soldiers 
and Sunni militiamen 
southeast of the IS-held city 
of Ramadi, the provincial 
capital of the vast Anbar 
province west of Baghdad, 
killing 13 and injuring seven, 
according to security 
officials. Tuesday's attack 
came four days after up 
to 50 soldiers were killed in 
two separate ambushes, 
also near Ramadi. 

In Baghdad, an army 
helicopter pilot was killed 
Monday in the upscale al- 
Mansour neighborhood 
by an explosive device 
attached to his car, 
according to security and 
hospital officials.O 


Turkey, US conclude talks on anti-IS operation plan

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

Turkish and U.S. officials 
have concluded “techni¬ 
cal talks” over their cooper¬ 
ation on operations against 
the Islamic State group, Tur¬ 
key’s foreign minister said 
Tuesday. 

Minister Mevlut Cavusoglu 
told reporters that Turkish 
and U.S. military officials 
had sealed an agreement 
concerning “the proce¬ 
dures and technical de¬ 


tails” of their operations. He 
didn’t provide details, but 
he has said an extensive, 
coordinated operation 
against the militant group 
would start soon. 

“The military authorities 
have signed off,” Cavuso¬ 
glu said. 

Ending months of reluc¬ 
tance, Turkey last month 
took on a more front line 
role in the fight against 
IS. It has carried out raids 
against IS targets in Syria 
and is allowing a key air 


base close to the Syrian 
border to be used in the 
U.S.-led campaign against 
the extremists. 

The move follows a suicide 
bombing in July, blamed 
on IS, which killed 33 peo¬ 
ple in the Turkish border 
city of Suruc near Syria and 
an attack on Turkish troops 
guarding the border, which 
killed one soldier. 

U.S. F-l 6 jets launched their 
first airstrikes from the Turkish 
air base Incirlik this month, 
hitting one or more IS tar¬ 


gets. Earlier, the U.S. also 
began flying armed drones 
from Incirlik, which is jusf a 
short distance from forgets 
in northern Syria. 

Pentagon press secretary 
Peter Cook said Tuesday 
that the agreement calls 
for Turkey to be fully inte¬ 
grated into the coalition air 
campaign. 

He said Turkey is “commit¬ 
ted to fully participating” in 
military operations against 
IS, but that the agreement 
does not include specific 


new steps by Turkey to con¬ 
trol its borders with Iraq and 
Syria. He said cooperation 
on that is “a work in prog¬ 
ress." He added it would 
likely take “a few days" to 
put the technical agree¬ 
ment into practice.

— South Korea says it got 
an apology. North Korea 
says its archrival learned a 
“serious lesson.” That's how 
compromises are engi¬ 
neered on a peninsula that 
has technically been at 
war for more than 60 years. 
Seoul halted anti-Pyong¬ 
yang propaganda broad¬ 
casts over loudspeakers 
on the border Tuesday, 
hours after North Korea 
expressed “regret" over 
two South Korean soldiers 
maimed by recent land 
mine blasts. The North’s 
carefully worded yet 
vague statement, pro¬ 
duced after more than 40 
hours of talks between the 
countries, helped bring the 
rivals back from threats 
that seemed set to spin out 
of control last week. 

The Koreas also struck an 
important humanitarian 
agreement by promising to 
begin talks in September to 
plan emotional reunions of 
families separated by the 
Korean War. The reunions 
could take place as early 
as October, considering 
the time needed to match 
relatives and agree on a 
venue, said an official from 
Seoul's Unification Minis¬ 
try who didn’t want to be 
named, citing office rules. 
If’s unclear how long fhe 
good mood will continue: 
The Koreas have a history 
of failing to follow through 
on their promises and al¬ 
lowing simmering animos¬ 
ity to interrupt diplomacy. 
But in the short term at 
least, the deal was a relief, 
easing prospects of fight¬ 
ing between two countries 
that had seemed equally 


unwilling to give ground to 
the other. “I hope the two 
sides faithfully implement 
the agreements and build 
up (mutual) confidence 
through a dialogue and 
cooperation and that it 
serves as a chance to work 
out new South-North rela¬ 
tions,” chief South Korean 
negotiator and presidential 


national security director 
Kim Kwan-jin said in a tele¬ 
vised news conference. 

The United States quickly 
welcomed the agreement 
and the prospect of ten¬ 
sions dropping. 

Pyongyang had denied 
involvement in the land 
mine explosions earlier 
this month. South Korea 


resumed its loudspeaker 
propaganda broadcasts 
along the border in re¬ 
sponse to the blast. 

Last week, Seoul said North 
Korea launched an artillery 
barrage in response to the 
broadcasts. Pyongyang 
denied it, but South Korea's 
military answered with sub¬ 
stantially greater firepower, 


sending dozens of artillery 
rounds across the border.

the capital but has tapped 
into a much deeper mal¬ 
aise. 

The explosion of anger tar¬ 
gets the endemic corrup¬ 
tion, hapless government 
and sectarian divisions of 
a brittle country once torn 
by civil war and now strug¬ 
gling with a wave of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Syr¬ 
ian refugees. 

A grassroots youth move¬ 
ment calling itself “You 


Stink” mobilized thousands 
of people in two rallies over 
the weekend, and has 
called for another large 
protest on Saturday. The 
Hezbollah announcement 
of support for the protests 
is likely to fuel concerns the 
Iranian-backed group will 
try to hijack a rare, non-po¬ 
litical movement for its own 
political gain. 

Hezbollah ministers and 
their allies walked out of a 
Cabinet meeting Tuesday 
meant to discuss the wors¬ 
ening garbage crisis. Prime 
Minister Tammam Salam 
called the emergency ses¬ 
sion after the weekend 
clashes between security 
forces and demonstrators 
protesting corruption and 
poor public services.

ing. Foreign Minister Gibran

Kiir will first express "reser¬ 
vations” about the agree¬ 
ment with rebel leader Riek 
Machar at a summit with 
regional leaders in the na¬ 
tion’s capital, Juba, Ateny 
Wek Ateny said. He said Kiir 
is unhappy about the de¬ 
mands that Juba be demili¬ 
tarized, the rebels will ap¬ 
point two state governors, 
and a foreigner will head a 
monitoring commission. 


Machar last week signed 
the deal, but Kiir said he 
needed more consulta¬ 
tions. 

Calling Kiir’s move “outra¬ 
geous,” the United States 
then circulated a draft Se¬ 
curity Council resolution 
that would impose an arms 
embargo and targeted 
sanctions if South Sudan's 
government doesn’t sign by 
Sept. 1. 

The council will take imme¬ 
diate action if Kiir doesn't 
sign on Wednesday, the 
current U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil president, Nigerian Am¬ 
bassador Joy Ogwu, told 
reporters. 

South Sudan has been at 
war since December 2013, 
when a split within the se¬ 
curity forces escalated into 
a violent rebellion led by 
Machar. The ethnic nature 
of the violence has alarmed 
the international commu¬ 
nity.

Girl suicide bomber kills 5, injures 41 in Nigeria

— Two suicide bombers 
carried out separate at¬ 
tacks Tuesday that killed 
five people in Damaturu, 
a town in northeastern Ni¬ 
geria, police and witnesses 
said. In one attack, a girl 
bomber died in an explo¬ 
sion that killed five people 
at the crowded entrance 
to the main bus station, 
said Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent Toyin Gbagedesin. 
Witnesses said a young 
male suicide bomber killed 
only himself when his de¬ 
vice exploded prema¬ 
turely. Gbagedesin said 41 
people were wounded in 
the bus station explosion. 
The bomber appeared to 
be about 14 years old. 


Nigeria’s Islamic extremist 
group, Boko Haram, is sus¬ 
pected of being behind 
the attacks. It has used 
dozens of girls and women 
in recent suicide bombings 
in Nigeria and neighboring 
Chad, Cameroon and Ni¬ 
ger, raising fears it is using 
kidnap victims. 

More than 1,000 people 
have been killed since 
President Muhammadu Bu- 
hari was elected in March 
with a pledge to annihilate 
the militants, whose 6-year- 
old uprising has killed a to¬ 
tal of about 20,000 people. 
Nearly 2 million have been 
driven from their homes, 
some across borders. 

Earlier this year, troops from 
Chad and Nigeria drove 
the extremists out of some 
25 towns held for months 
in what they had declared 


an Islamic caliphate. The 
insurgents have returned 
to hit-and-run tactics and 
suicide bombings. 

In one bold attack last 
week, the extremists am¬ 
bushed the lead vehicle 
in a convoy carrying Ni¬ 
geria’s new chief of army 
staff, Lt. Gen. Tukur Buratai. 
One soldier was killed and 
two wounded in a firefight 
in which the troops killed 
five attackers and arrested 
five. Defense chiefs have 
finalized details to deploy 
a regional army of 8,750 
troops from five countries 
against Boko Haram, Ni¬ 
geria's Defense Ministry re¬ 
ported Tuesday following a 
meeting of commanders 
in N'Djamena, the Chad¬ 
ian capital and headquar¬

VEJER DE LA FRONTERA, 
Spain (AP) — Former cham¬ 
pion Alejandro Valverde 
won the fourth stage of 
the Spanish Vuelta on Tues¬ 
day, while Colombian Este¬ 
ban Chaves protected the 
leader’s jersey for a third 
day. 

The 35-year-old Spanish 
veteran perfectly timed his 
late charge on the final up¬ 
hill push and held off Peter 
Sagan to keep the Slovak 
from claiming a second 
straight stage. Valverde 
crossed the finish line of the 
209.6-kilometer (130.2-mile) 
route from Estepona to Ve- 
jer de la Frontera in 5 hours, 
7 minutes and 30 seconds. 
Valverde, who won the 
three-week Grand Tour in 
2009 and finished this year's 
Tour de France in third 
place, moved up in the 
general classification from 
seventh to fifth place, 25 
seconds behind Chaves. 
Valverde opened up a 
15-second gap over Tour 
winner and race favor¬ 


ite Chris Froome, who re¬ 
mained 40 seconds off 
Chaves’ pace. 

Nairo Quintana, Valverde’s 
Movistar teammate, stayed 
36 seconds behind Chaves. 
The long stage in sunny 


southern Spain was largely 
flat, except for the last four 
kilometers when it climbed 
through narrow streets. 
Valverde said the only re¬ 
connaissance of fhe course 
he had had time to do was 


via Google Maps. 

“We saw that it was a de¬ 
manding finish and it could 
be good for me," he said. 
“I kept my cool and waited 
because I knew the final 
500 meters (yards) were 


very tough, and I chose my 
moment to strike." 

Six riders broke away early 
in the stage and opened 
up a gap of over 13 min¬ 
utes, but the peloton swal¬ 
lowed up the last two with 
11 kilometers (6.8 miles) left. 
Americans Tejay Van Gard- 
eren and Andrew Talansky 
were involved in a minor 
pileup at slow speeds as the 
peloton squeezed around 
a curve with around 33 ki¬ 
lometers (20.5 miles) to go. 
They both managed to re¬ 
join the pack before the 
finish. 

Chaves will wear fhe red 
jersey on Wednesday's fifth 
stage, a flat 167.3-kilometer 
(103.9-mile) route from Rota 
to Alcala de Guadaira. 
“The last climb was hard 
and I was nervous, but my 
team put me at the front,” 
said Chaves, who rides for 
Orica GreenEdge. “The key 
is fo believe. I have, after 
all, worn the jersey for three 
days.’Q

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The Sunny Side

In the Caribbean Sea, 
on the sunny side of the 
world, sits the ABC islands, 
Aruba, Bonaire and 
Curacao. Just twelve 
degrees latitude south, is 
the greatest concentration 
of sunlight on earth, the 
equator. In latitude, each 
degree is approximately 69 
miles/111 kilometers apart, 
this means lots of sunshine 
and ultraviolet (UV) light on 
our Islands. 

Sunlight encourages the 
production of white blood 
cells to boost the immune 
system and fight infection. 
UV rays from the sun act 
as a natural antiseptic, 
helping to combat viruses 
and bacteria. A little UV 
light eases common skin 
problems including acne, 
dermatitis and psoriasis. 
Most skin complaints are 
caused by over-sensitivity. 
The sun's UV rays help to 
combat this sensitivity. 
Not seeing sunlight for 
prolonged periods, like 
during grey skies of winter 
can cause Seasonal 
Affected Disorder (SAD), 
where the person can feel 
“sad” or depressed. The sun 
even promotes the release 
of proteins, which makes 
your body’s use of oxygen 
more effective, helping 
heart attack patients 
survive longer. However, 
you can have too much of 
a good thing, so limit your 
exposure to no more than 
15 minutes a day before 
applying a sun cream, and 
do not go out in the hottest 
part of the day, between 
11:00am and 2:00pm. If 
this is not possible, wear 
protective clothing and 


sunscreen. 

Also influenced by the sun 
is melatonin, a hormone 
that naturally makes you 
sleepy. Melatonin levels 
rise when the sun goes 
down to help you sleep. 
Levels then drop, when 
the sun rises, waking you 
up. Insomnia and irregular 
sleep patterns tend 
improve in the summer 
when we are exposed to 
more sunlight. Are you 
guilty of staying up late 
with artificial lighting, or do 
you work late shifts, thus 
messing up your body's 
natural sleep cycle? If 
melatonin levels are not 
working correctly, it affects 
your body's ability to make 
vitamin D. 

Vitamin D is called 
the “sunshine vitamin” 
because it can be made 
in the skin from exposure to 
sunlight. We assume that 
those of us, who live in sunny 
climates, have adequate 
vitamin D production. 
However, when we make 
assumptions, we're limiting 
ourselves to a narrow view 
of things.Vitamin D is vital 
both for healthy bones 
and preventing rickets, 
a childhood disorder in 
which bones become soft 
and prone to fractures and 
deformity. Another benefit 
from Vitamin D - it fights 
viruses naturally. Vitamin 
D is actually a group of 
hormones responsible for 
enhancing absorption of 
calcium, iron, magnesium, 
phosphate and zinc. 
In humans, the most 
important compounds in 
this group are vitamin D3 
and vitamin D2.

In my constant search to 
stay current and improve

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Tech startups want to change the way you drive

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

veteran computer scien¬ 
tist hates sitting in his car 
at stop lights, so he cre¬ 
ates software that makes 
the experience less annoy¬ 
ing. A former engineering 
professor wants to dou¬ 
ble the range of today’s 
electric vehicles. And an 
aeronautics expert be¬ 
lieves flying cars shouldn’t 
be science fiction. It’s no 
secret that technology is 
changing the car indus¬ 
try. The major automak¬ 
ers, as well as tech giants 
such as Google and pos¬ 
sibly Apple, are laying the 
groundwork for the first 
driverless cars. Meanwhile, 
a number of engineers 
and entrepreneurs have 
started their own compa¬ 
nies to tackle other auto¬ 
motive challenges. Here 
are six startups that want to 
change the way you drive: 
CONNECTED SIGNALS: 
Traffic lights bring order 
to intersections, but have 
their inconveniences: They 
turn red when you're in a 
hurry; they take forever to 
change green. And then 
your mind wanders while 
you wait — until the guy 
behind you starts leaning 
on his horn. 

Entrepreneur and com¬ 
puter scientist Matt Gins¬ 
berg hates red lights. So he 
started Connected Signals, 
based in Eugene, Oregon, 
to collect real-time data 
from cities that synchro¬ 
nize their traffic signals. The 
company's smartphone 
app tells motorists if an up¬ 
coming signal is about to 
change color. It shows driv¬ 
ers how long they’ll have to 
wait if a light is red — and 
chimes a warning just be¬ 
fore it turns green. 

The app helps prevent 
distraction, unnecessary 
acceleration and delays.

Ginsberg says. BMW has 
added it to its driver dis¬ 
play. Ginsberg also sees an 
opportunity in selling data 
for automotive systems that 
shut off a car's engine to 
save gas during longer red 
lights. One hurdle is getting 
the raw data from indi¬ 
vidual cities: Ginsberg has 
agreements with about 100 
towns and hopes to cover 
half the United States by 
2017. 

PARKME: 

Sam Friedman and Alex 
Israel missed the start of 
a movie because they 
couldn’t find a place to 
park. That’s when the two 
young men, friends since 
kindergarten, decided to 
launch a company. 

Los Angeles-based ParkMe 
is one of several startups 
with smartphone apps that 
help drivers find, reserve 
and pay online for park¬ 
ing spots. But it’s gone fur¬ 
ther than most in solving 
the data hurdle: ParkMe 
boasts parking information 
from 1,800 cities around the 
world, much of it collected 
via live feeds from ticket 


dispensers at commercial 
and municipal lots. 

ParkMe also gets street 
parking data from meters 
that accept credit cards 
and from cities that use 
pavement sensors for park¬ 
ing enforcement. While it 
uses the data in its apps for 
drivers, ParkMe also sells it 
to planning agencies and 
car companies, including 
Audi, for their navigation 
systems. 

METROMILE: 

That little diagnostic port 
under your car's dash¬ 
board isn’t just for mechan¬ 
ics. It can provide useful 
information for drivers and 
insurance companies, too. 
Several startups use match- 
box-sized devices that plug 
into the port and send in¬ 
formation on a car’s per¬ 
formance to the driver's 
smartphone. San Francisco 
startup MetroMile goes fur¬ 
ther. It sells car insurance 
on a pay-per-mile basis, us¬ 
ing a similar device to verify 
the miles driven. 

Other insurance compa¬ 
nies are trying similar de¬ 
vices to track drivers’ be¬ 


havior, but MetroMile says it 
won’t penalize a customer 
for speeding or slamming 
the brakes. The company 
promises significant savings 
for people who don't drive 
much. That may limit the 
potential market, although 
CEO Dan Preston says driv¬ 
ers also get useful informa¬ 
tion from MetroMile’s app. 
CRUISE: 

You don’t need to wait 
years to enjoy autono¬ 
mous driving. At least that’s 
the premise behind Cruise 
Automation’s “highway 
autopilot" kit.b Cruise en¬ 
gineers have retro-fitted 
some recent Audi models 
with prototype kits consist¬ 
ing of rooftop sensors, a 
computer in the trunk and 
controls that fit behind the 
steering wheel. Founder 
Kyle Vogt says the system 
will keep a car within its 
freeway lane, while steer¬ 
ing around curves and 
maintaining safe distance 
from other vehicles. Vogt, 
a software engineer who 
helped launch streaming 
video service Twitch.tv, told 
The Associated Press in De¬ 


cember that he hoped to 
deliver the first Cruise kits 
to customers this year. But 
he stressed the importance 
of testing before releasing 
the product, to ensure it is 
safe. While Cruise received 
a permit in June to con¬ 
duct tests on California 
highways, a spokesman re¬ 
cently declined comment 
on its timetable. 

SAKTI 3 : 

Most electric vehicles on 
the market only go 100 
miles on a charge. A bet¬ 
ter battery is the industry’s 
“Holy Grail,” says investor 
Quin Garcia of Auto Tech 
Ventures, which funds au¬ 
tomotive startups. 

Sakti3, based in Ann Ar¬ 
bor, Michigan, is among 
several startups trying new 
approaches to lithium-ion 
batteries. Founder Ann 
Marie Sastry, a former en¬ 
gineering professor at the 
University of Michigan, was 
invited to a White House 
event this month to ex¬ 
plain her ideas for making 
powerful batteries more 
cheaply. 

It's not enough to come 
up with an idea for a new 
battery, Sastry said. “If you 
can't make it cost-effec¬ 
tively, you can’t have an 
impact.” She’s using com¬ 
puter simulations to design 
processes for making sol¬ 
id-state batteries that are 
lighter and hold twice the 
energy, providing more 
range. Appliance-maker 
Dyson Inc. has invested in 
Sakti3 and wants to use 
its technology. General 
Motors is also an investor. 
TERRAFUGIA: 

Terrafugia, a privately 
backed startup in Woburn, 
Massachusetts, admits on 
its website that flying cars 
have become a pop-cul¬ 
ture symbol for dreams that 
don’t come true. CEO Carl 
Dietrich wants to change

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China cuts interest rates again to spur economic growth 


BEIJING (AP) — China cut 
interest rates for a fifth time 
in nine months Tuesday in 
a new effort to shore up 
slowing economic growth, 
and its top economic offi¬ 
cial tried to dispel fears its 
yuan might fall further in 
value. 

The benchmark rate for a 
one-year loan will be cut 
by 0.25 percentage points 


to 4.6 percent and the 
one-year rate for deposits 
will fall by a similar margin 
to 1.75 percent, the central 
bank announced. It also 
increased the amount of 
money available for lend¬ 
ing by reducing the mini¬ 
mum reserves banks are 
required to hold by 0.5 per¬ 
centage points. 

The moves had been ex¬ 


pected after exports, man¬ 
ufacturing and other eco¬ 
nomic indicators weak¬ 
ened by larger margins 
than expected. 

Premier Li Keqiang, the 
country’s top economic 
official, said there was no 
basis for further declines 
in the yuan, also known as 
the renminbi, following its 
surprise Aug. 11 devalua¬ 


tion. 

Economists said the 3 per¬ 
cent decline against the 
dollar was too small to 
help Chinese exporters. 
The central bank said the 
decline was a one-time 
event and part of chang¬ 
es meant to make the ex¬ 
change rate more market- 
oriented, but it fueled fears 
of a “currency war” if other 


government reduced their 
own exchange rates to 
keep export prices low. 
“There is no basis for con¬ 
tinued devaluation of the 
renminbi exchange rate,” 
Li said during a meeting 
with a visiting Kazakh of¬ 
ficial, according to state 
television. “It can remain 
stable at a reasonable and 
balanced level. ”□ 


Wall Street extends losses as early relief rally fades

A rally in U.S. stocks evapo¬ 
rated in the minutes before 
the closing bell Tuesday, 
sending the Dow Jones 
industrial average down 
more than 200 points and 
extending Wall Street's los¬ 
ing streak to six days. 

For most of the day, it ap¬ 
peared that the market 
had shaken off some of 
its worries about the slow¬ 
down in China, and at one 
point the Dow was up by as 
much as 441. But sell orders 
began pouring in in the last 
15 minutes of trading. 

The Dow ended with a 
loss of 204.91 points, or 1.3 
percent, at 15,666.44. The 
Standard & Poor's 500 in¬ 
dex fell 25.59 points, or 1.4 
percent, to 1,867.62. The 
Nasdaq composite de¬ 
clined 19.76 points, or 0.4 
percent, to 4,506.49. 

The rally came after Chi¬ 
na lowered interest rates 
to try to boost the world's 
second-biggest econo¬ 
my. Other world markets 
surged on the news out of 
Beijing, and for a while, it 
appeared that U.S. stocks 
would follow suit and that 
the global sell-off might 
stop. But Wall Street quickly 


swung from positive to neg¬ 
ative territory. 

"The return to a more tra¬ 
ditional stimulus from Chi¬ 
na helped excite many 
investors,” said Jeff Klein- 
top, chief global invest¬ 
ment strategist at Charles 
Schwab. “But, in fact, this 
is more likely the start of a 
longer-ferm period of vola¬ 
tility.” 

Stocks had also gotten a 
lift from economic reports 
showing a rebound in U.S. 
consumer confidence and 
sales of new American 
homes. 

The three major U.S. index¬ 
es have now lost ground six 
days in a row, with the Dow 
falling about 1,900 points 
over that period. 

The S&P 500 is down 12 per¬ 
cent from its record close 
of 2,130.82 on May 21. That 
puts it in what Wall Street 
calls a “correction” — a 
drop of at least 10 percent 
from its most recent high. 
China cut its interest rates 
for the fifth time in nine 
months in a renewed ef¬ 
fort to shore up economic 
growth. The central bank 
also increased the amount 
of money available for 
lending by reducing the re¬ 
serves banks are required 


to hold. A slowdown in 
China has the potential to 
significantly crimp demand 
for oil and other commodi¬ 


ties, a ripple effect that 
could dampen global eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

“The Chinese economy is 
going to be on this bumpy 
road for a while, and it will 
have ebbs and flows that 
will no doubt have a serious 
impact on the global econ¬ 


omy," said Kamel Mellahi, 
professor at the Warwick- 
Business School. "What we 
are seeing now is a dress re¬ 


hearsal of things to come.” 
Beyond China, traders are 
waiting for clarity from the 
Federal Reserve, which has 
signaled it could begin rais¬ 
ing its key interest rate from 
near zero for the first time in 
nearly a decade as early 
as this year. The Fed isn't 


expected to deliver a pol¬ 
icy update until it wraps up 
a meeting of policymakers 
in mid-September. 


European markets recov¬ 
ered almost all their losses 
from Monday's sell-off. 
Germany's DAX jumped 
5 percent, while France’s 
CAC-40 rose 4.1 percent. 
The FTSE 100 index of lead¬ 
ing British shares gained 3.1 
percent.Q

Sebastien Henin, head 


of Asset Management 
at United Arab Emirates- 
based firm The National In¬ 
vestor, said some investors 
felt it was a good time to 
get back into the Gulf mar¬ 
ket after the drop in prices. 
“I think you know investors 
have realized that maybe 
they had overreacted in 
the past sessions following 
the surprise devaluation 


of the Chinese currency," 
Henin said, referring to 
markets in the Middle East. 
Concerns about a slow¬ 
down in China shook mar¬ 
kets around the world and 
caused the biggest drop 
in the U.S. stock market in 
nearly four years on Friday. 
Brent crude, a benchmark 
for international oil used 
by many U.S. refineries. 


slipped to $42.69 Monday, 
its lowest level since March 
2009. 

Other Mideast indexes, 
which trade from Sunday 
to Thursday, also tumbled 
at the start of the week, 
with Egypt's main index, 
the EGX30, dropping 5.4 
percent Sunday.

DC regulators 
reject Exelon, 
Pepco merger

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Regulators in the District 
of Columbia rejected the 
proposed merger of pow¬ 
er companies Exelon and 
Pepco on Tuesday, saying 
the deal would not benefit 
ratepayers. 

The three-member D.C. 
Public Service Commission 
voted unanimously to re¬ 
ject the merger. It had al¬ 
ready been approved by 
the Federal Energy Regu¬ 
latory Commission and by 
Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey and Virginia, leav¬ 
ing the District as the final 
regulatory hurdle. 
Chicago-based Exelon an¬ 
nounced in April of 2014 
that it was buying Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.-based Pepco 
Holdings Inc. for $6.8 billion. 
The deal would create a 
large electric and gas util¬ 
ity in the mid-Atlantic re¬ 
gion, serving about 10 mil¬ 
lion customers. 

The companies were able 
to reach settlements with 
opponents of the deal in 
other jurisdictions, but not 
in the nation’s capital. 
Commission chairman Bet¬ 
ty Ann Kane said the com¬ 
panies did not meet their 
burden of showing that the 
proposed merger would 
benefit the public, and she 
said the new company 
would present regulatory 
challenges. 

“We found no benefit to 
District ratepayers in a new 
management structure 
that did not include the 
Pepco president, thereby 
diminishing the influence of 
Pepco,” she said. “Pepco 
would become a second- 
tier company in a much 
larger organization whose 
primary interest is produc¬ 
tion, not distribution.” 

The companies have 30 
days to ask the commission 
to reconsider the decision. 
Exelon and Pepco said in 
a statement that they will 
consider their options. 

“We are disappointed with 
the commission’s decision 
and believe it fails to rec¬ 
ognize the benefits of fhe 
merger fo the District of 
Columbia,” the statement 
said.Q 
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American consumer confidence rebounds in August

The Conference Board 
said Tuesday thaf its index 
of consumer confidence 
increased to 101.5 in Au¬ 
gust, up from a revised July 
reading of 91.0. If was the 
best showing since Janu¬ 


ary. 

Conference Board econo¬ 
mist Lynn Franco says that 
consumers' assessment 
of current conditions was 
considerably more upbeat 
in August, primarily due to 
a more favorable view of 
the labor market. 

The cutoff for responses 
to this survey was Aug. 13, 
a week before the deep 
plunge in stocks that be¬ 
gan last Thursday. 
Consumer expectations 


about current conditions 
were more favorable in 
August with consumer 
opinions about the job 
market considerably more 
favorable. Those who 
viewed jobs as “plentiful” 
increased from 19.9 per¬ 
cent in July to 21.9 per¬ 
cent in August. Those who 
viewed jobs as “hard to 
get” decreased from 27.4 
percent in July to 21.9 per¬ 
cent in August. 

Analysts said the jump in 


consumer confidence 
should support stronger 
consumer spending in 
coming months. 

“The rise in consumer con¬ 
fidence adds to the evi¬ 
dence that the outlook for 
consumption growth in the 
second half of the year re¬ 
mains healthy,” said Adam 
Collins, an economist at 
Capital Economics. Con¬ 
sumer spending accounts 
for 70 percent of econom¬ 
ic activity .□ 


Best Buy 2Q performance beats analysts’ expectations

NEW YORK (AP) — Best 
Buy’s turnaround is charg¬ 
ing ahead. 

The nation’s largest con¬ 
sumer electronics chain 
posted fiscal second- 
quarter results that handily 
beat analysts' estimates as 
shoppers picked up major 
appliances, large screen 
televisions and mobile 
phones. 

The stock surged more 
than 14 percent in midday 
trading Tuesday. 

Best Buy’s results are ben¬ 
efiting from an overall shift 
in consumer spending to¬ 
ward big ticket items in 
the home amid improving 
home values. Business is 
also being helped by an 
explosion of new gadgets 
like Apple watch, which 
will be rolled out to all of 
Best Buy’s big-box stores 
by the end of September. 
The trend in spending for 
the home is also playing 
into the hands of home 
improvement players like 
Home Depot, which also 
reported strong second- 
quarter results last week. 
But Best Buy's strong per¬ 
formance is also the latest 
evidence that it has been 
able to successfully navi¬ 
gate a tough consumer 
electronics market as it 
wrestles with price pres¬ 
sures and increased com¬ 
petition from online stores, 
notably Amazon.com. 

“The home focus is very 
meaningful, when you 
fhink about our competi¬ 
tive advantages," Best 
Buy's CEO Hubert Joly told 
The Associated Press in an 
interview Tuesday. 


And what about the stock 
market rout? Joly said that 
that hasn't had a measur¬ 
able impact on shoppers’ 
spending but it’s something 
that it is carefully monitor¬ 
ing. But don’t expect any 
knee jerk reactions from 
Best Buy, he said. The com¬ 
pany isn’t pulling back on 
merchandise offerings. 
“What you're hearing from 
me is fhere’s no panic" at 


the company, he said. 

It was only a few years ago 
that naysayers were about 
to write Best Buy’s obituary, 
questioning how a big-box 
retailer could compete in 
a shifting landscape where 
shoppers are increasingly 
researching products at 
big stores and then buying 
online for a lower price. 
Under Joly, who fook fhe 
helm in 2012, Best Buy has 
been cutting costs, re¬ 


vamping stores and boost¬ 
ing training for its sales 
help. It's also been rolling 
out services like shipping 
goods from all its stores, 
which means speedier de¬ 
liveries. Joly told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that most online 
orders are being shipped 
within two days, and on¬ 
line shoppers are getting 
a precise delivery date. 
Meanwhile, Best Buy has 


been improving the shop¬ 
ping experience at the 
stores. The chain has also 
been working with big sup¬ 
pliers like Samsung to de¬ 
velop home theater areas 
for shoppers fo check out. 
It’s also been catering to 
shoppers’ increasing inter¬ 
est in “smart home" tech¬ 
nology - the ability to turn 
down the heater remotely, 
for example. 

Best Buy also is staking out 


appliances, which ac¬ 
counted for 10 percent of 
its sales mix in the latest 
quarter. Appliance sales 
surged 20.7 percent in the 
latest quarter. It's highlight¬ 
ing appliances in specific 
kitchen and home areas 
within its stores. 

It's also fortifying its rela¬ 
tionship with Apple. Joly 
told investors that demand 
for Apple watches is so 


strong it will be carrying the 
gadget in all 1,050 of its big 
box stores and about 30 of 
its Best Buy mobile stores by 
the end of September. Ap¬ 
ple Watch went on sale in 
more than 100 of ifs stores 
in early August. It plans to 
update a total of 520 Ap¬ 
ple shops within its stores 
with new fixtures by the 
holiday shopping season; 
it has already overhauled 
350 of themO

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Liberians look for help to care for research chimps

CHIMPANZEE ISLAND, Libe¬ 
ria (AP) — Eleven chimpan¬ 
zees rushed out from the 
bush and descended from 
trees to the shore, making 
jubilant sounds to greet the 
speed boat bringing food. 
Samantha, the oldest of 
the group in her mid-forties, 
along with Mabel, Bullet 
and others eagerly wel¬ 
comed their daily delivery 
of pumpkins, rice, plantains 
and papaya. Some impa¬ 
tiently ran into the water to 
meet the boat. 

These chimpanzees are 
among 66 that were used 
for research for years. The 
New York Blood Center 
did tests on the chimps 
for Hepatitis B and other 
diseases in Liberia in the 
1970s, stopping about a 
decade ago. In March the 
center stopped payments 
to care for the animals, ac¬ 
cording to the Washington- 
based Humane Society of 
the United States, which is 
now helping to support the 
chimpanzees and looking 
for a long-term solution. 
After years in captivity, the 
chimpanzees are depen¬ 
dent upon human care. 
They live on six mangrove 
outcroppings that make 
up Chimpanzee Island, situ¬ 
ated where the Farmington 
and Little Bassa rivers meet 
before emptying into the 
Atlantic Ocean, about 50 


kilometers (31 miles) south¬ 
east of Liberia’s capital, 
Monrovia. 

“We don't give any of 
them food until all of them 
have gathered so that they 
are served together,” said 
Joseph Thomas who has 
looked after the chimps for 
36 years. 

Approaching them, he 
gently stroked their noses 
and rubbed their lips and 
heads. “It is a great experi¬ 
ence for me,” he told The 
Associated Press. 

The noises stop as the 


chimps eat, sitting about 
four feet to six feet apart. 
Then dessert is served — 
coconuts. The chimps peel 
them with their teeth and 
bash them on rocks to 
crack them open and de¬ 
vour the treat inside. 

The scene plays out on 
each of six mangrove is¬ 
lands. On one, a clever 
chimp ate his meal quickly, 
washed his hands and re¬ 
joined the line of those who 
had not yet been served. 
The caretaker recognized 
him and told him that he 
cannot have more. 

The New York Blood Center 
“walked away from their 
responsibility,” Dr. Fatorma 
Bolay, director of The Libe¬ 
rian Institute for Biomedical 
Research, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “We are doing 
our best.” 

On its website the New 
York Blood Center said the 
animals are owned by Li¬ 
beria’s government, “and 
their officials have repeat¬ 
edly acknowledged that 


they have responsibility for 
the care of the chimpan¬ 
zees." It said its support of 
the chimpanzees was vol¬ 
untary. 

“Eventually, we had no 
choice but to inform the 
Liberians that we could no 
longer provide this charita¬ 
ble support and provided 
advance notice to ensure 
a smooth transition,” it said. 
But the funding pullout cre¬ 
ated a huge gap of sup¬ 
port for the staff and the 
chimpanzees, said John 
Abayomi Zeonyuway, a 
volunteer and co-director 
of the Liberian institute. The 
notification also came dur¬ 
ing the largest ever Ebola 
outbreak. 

“The resources we have 
now are very limited,” he 
said. “What if the Humane 
Society pulls out? Then 
these chimps will starve to 
death completely." 

The mangrove islands are 
lush green, but there is little 
food for the chimps. Sur¬ 
rounded by brackish, salty 


water they are dependent 
upon reservoirs of fresh wa¬ 
ter that the caretakers fill 
regularly. Taking care of 
the animals costs between 
$25,000 and $30,000 per 
month, said Zeonyuway. 
The cash-strapped Liberian 
government has not shown 
interest in caring for the 
chimps, he said. 

The Humane Society of the 
United States has raised 
about $160,000 through 
crowd funding sife Go- 
FundMe, said Kathleen 
Conlee, the organization’s 
vice president of animal re¬ 
search. 

“The outpouring of support 
for the chimpanzees has 
been wonderful but this 
fundraising is not something 
we can sustain long-term," 
she said. “New York Blood 
Center must reinstate some 
level of funding and we are 
going to continue to pres¬ 
sure them until they do. 
They were the ones who 
captured chimpanzees 
from the wild and created 
this horrible situation.” 
Residents near the chim¬ 
panzee colony say they 
appreciate the difficul¬ 
ties the animals are going 
through, but they them¬ 
selves are scraping by as 
small-scale fishermen. 

“The feeding of these ani¬ 
mals should be everybody’s 
business,” said Christine 
Garr, 35, a local fish seller 
in Marshall. The human re¬ 
lationship with these chim¬ 
panzees has been fraught. 
Taken from the wild and 
held captive for research, 
they were later released 
on the mangrove islands 
but do not know how to 
live independently. Dur¬ 
ing Liberia’s civil war in the 
1990s, many of the more 
than 160 chimpanzees that 
had been retired to the is¬ 
lands were killed by soldiers 
or died of starvation, said 
Zeonyuway .□

NEW YORK (AP) — Fox 

News chief Roger Ailes 
said Tuesday that Donald 
Trump owes the network’s 
Megyn Kelly an apology for 
an unprovoked Twitter at¬ 
tack that “is as unaccept¬ 
able as it is disturbing," but 
Trump isn’t backing down. 
The Republican presiden¬ 
tial front-runner-turned- 
TV-critic had welcomed 
Kelly back from a vacation 
Monday night by tweet¬ 
ing that he liked her show 
better while she was away. 
Trump said Kelly “must 
have had a terrible vaca¬ 
tion” because “she's really 
off her game.” He retweet¬ 
ed a message that referred 
to her as a bimbo. 

“Megyn Kelly represents 
the very best of American 
journalism and all of us at 


Fox News Channel reject 
the crude and irresponsible 
attempts to suggest oth¬ 
erwise,” said Ailes, the Fox 
News Channel chairman. 
“I could not be more proud 
of Megyn for her profes¬ 
sionalism and class in the 
face of all of Mr. Trump's 
verbal assaults." 

Trump, in a statement, said 
he disagreed with Ailes 
and that he doesn’t think 
Kelly is a quality journalist. 
“Hopefully in the future I will 
be proven wrong and she 
will be able to elevate her 
standards to a level of pro¬ 
fessionalism that a network 
such as Fox deserves.” 

In a news conference later 
Tuesday in Dubuque, Iowa, 
Trump again refused to 
apologize to Kelly, saying, 
“She should probably apol¬ 
ogize to me, but I just don't 
care.” Trump has been at¬ 


tacking Kelly ever since her 
tough questioning of him 
during the first GOP presi¬ 
dential debate, seen by 
24 million people on Fox 
on Aug. 6. A day after the 
debate, he said Kelly had 
“blood coming out of her 
eyes, blood coming out of 
her wherever." 

That led to a private, clear- 
the-air conversation be¬ 
tween Ailes and Trump two 
weeks ago, but that clearly 
hasn't led to peace. 

In his tweets, Trump re¬ 
peated his contention that 
Kelly, host of a prime-time 
Fox News show and one of 
the network’s biggest stars, 
was sent on an unplanned 
vacation that ended Mon¬ 
day. Fox said her time off 
had been scheduled long 
before the debate. Trump 
also tweeted that Kelly was 
afraid to confront a guest. 
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Dr. Cornel West, and that 
she had “no clue” on im¬ 
migration. 

Ailes again backed Kelly 
for her questioning during 
the debate, which he said 
was tough but fair. 

“Donald Trump rarely apol¬ 
ogizes, although in this 
case, he should,” Ailes said. 
“We have never been de¬ 
terred by politicians or any¬ 
one else attacking us for 
doing our job, much less al¬ 
lowed ourselves to be bul¬ 
lied by anyone and we’re 
certainly not going to start 
now.” 

Some of Kelly’s Fox col¬ 


leagues also came to her 
defense. 

Bret Baier, who moderated 
the debate with Kelly and 
Chris Wallace, tweeted 
that “this needs to stop." 
Brian Kilmeade said on “Fox 
& Friends" that Trump's 
comments bothered him 
personally. 

“We are all friends with Don¬ 
ald Trump, but he is totally 
out of bounds reigniting 
that fight," Kilmeade said. 
“I don't know if he’s trying 
to get ratings out of that or 
poll numbers, but he’s not 
going to be successful."□
